Six teens take a virtual trip around the world 
a unique competition entry "

| ake the concept of a video 
game, add a world view and 
season it with a dash of 
Monty Python and you 
have a recipe for a strange and won- 
derful contest entry in this year's 
Global Destination ImagiNation . 
competition, 

A team of six teens; who have 
been Working together in 
Destination ImagiNation contests 
for the past four years, are on their 
way to the "Global" competition, 
having made it throughjegional 
and state levels. - 

This is the second time this 
group has made it to the "world" 
level in a unique contest that pits 
teams of students against each 
other in feats of creativity. 

The purpose of the contest is to 
present challenges that inspire 
imaginative solutions to odd prob- 
lems, encourage teamwork and 
reward those who draw outside the 
lines. 

Flying under the banner of 
Antioch Community High School, 
the ACHS Destination ImagiNation 
team includes Joe and John Barlow, 
(freshman and senior), sophomores 
Niko Jefferson and Peter Scheidt 



and freshman Steve Suhar, as well . 
as Carmel freshman Patrick 
Chybowski. 

The team of six banded together 
four years ago, although some of 
the team members have been par- 
ticipants in "DI" since the third 
grade. 

The premise varies from year to 
•year. Each group gets to select from 
challenges designed for each age 
level. 

The ACHS team selected a chal- 
lenge that called for them to design 
a live-action tri-level video game 
that would take place in three dif- . 
ferent countries, including the 
United States. The game had to' 
include tasks performed by a robot, 
to be built by the team. 

a ArteYcpnsidering the various 
compohehts ! of the challenge, die 
boys "came up with the idea for a 
game they called "Phases of 
Fashion." 

The premise was that a poor 
student (Peter Scheldt) ivas given a 
video game to help improve his 
knowledge of geography. 

Game characters "Barbara" 0oe 
Barlow) and "Kenneth" (Niko 
Jefferson) travel around the world, 
as a robot (designed and built by 
the team) helps them acquire vari- 
ous articles of clothing so they can 



avoid the ire of the Fashion Police 
(Steve Suhar). 

. Peter Scheidt is the team's 
"robotics expert," and he helped the 
team create an automaton made 
from discarded objects including an 
electric drill and a vacuum cleaner 
belt. 

John Barlow portrayed various 
characters in each country, inter- 
preting the location with song and 
dance. Patrick Chybowski was the 
game cursor, changing from arrow 
to hourglass, as needed. 

The eight-minute skit included 
such dramatic moments as a robot 
tipping over the Leaning Tower of 
Pisa, and tossing "Kenneth" (in doll 
form) onto the Great Wall of China, 
The final prize was retrieved from 
the"nose bi"Abraliarri Lincoln at'Mt, 
Rushmore. 

"Barbara's" computer lives were 
measured in lip gloss, as "she" 
screamed, "Give me presents!" 

Joe Barlow admits the influence 
of Monty Python. 

"I have some of the 'Flyingcir- 
cus" tapes," he said, referring to the 
long-running television show that 
often featured skits involving men 
in dresses. 

Joe noted, however/that the 
decision to "go drag" was more a 
matter of necessity.

R-9 issue remains at 
forefront of school board

It's not likely that the K-9 issue at 
Antioch Community High School is 
likely to go away anytime in the near 
future, despite the fact agreements 
have been signed between the 
school, village and police depart- 
ment. 

New board member Dave Dziki 
said he plans to keep hounding the 
issue until he changes the opinions 
of fellow board members and even 
stronger practices are implemented 
than those approved in March. At 
the last meeting, he made a motion ■ 
to direct the superintendent to call 



for a minimum of two searches per 
semester.. # 

"I made the motionand'it was 
seconded by Kathleen Van Dien," he 
said. "All the others voted against it, 
including Vickie Axton and Joyce 
Heneberry who campaigned for the 
dogs." 

Dziki said that he intended to 
write a letter to the editor urging res- 
idents to "demand" to know why 
Axton and Heneberry voted down 
his motion, and that he would 
ensure the motion was put on the 
agenda once a month until it is 
approved.

Village residents can look forward 
to pest-free summers in the future. 
The board of directors of the Village of 
Antioch voted unanimously to spend 
$22,165 for mosquito control. : 

George Balis of Clarke Mosquito 
made the presentation before the 
board. He said his Firm had already 
done an aerial survey and identified 
52 sites of over 432 acres of potential 
breeding sites. 

The cost will cover 10 inspections 
per year, during "mosquito months," 
adult control for nights prior to con- 
certs at the band shell and adult con- 
trol three times during the season for 
the entire village. Additionally, there 



would be $10 million, including lia- 
bility, for chemical handling. 

Clarke Mosquito, currently 
under contract with the Lake County 
Forest Preserves, would be able to 
use the trap on forest preserve prop- 
erty for the larvae inspections thus 
saving the village money. The pur- 
pose of the inspection is both to 
determine quantity and information 
about the West Niles virus. 

Trustee Dorothy Larson asked if 
there were any potential dangers to 
residents from the application of the 
treatments. 

Balis said the treatment is a soil 
bacterium that only affects the mid- 
gut of the mosquito. The spray appli- 
cation may affect people with asth- 
ma, because of the small droplet size 



as opposed to the chemical Itself. 

"The spray has a very,.very small 
particle size," he said. "It may bother 
people who cannot tolerate that 
small droplet size, but if wouldn't be 
from the chemical itself." 

He said Clarke Mosquito has an 
800 number, and anyone concerned 
about this can request to be placed on 
the notification list and will be tele- 
phoned prior to the spray application. 

"We try to do this when it is most 
effective," he said. "For most of the 
summer that's after 10 p.m., but later 
in the season when the sun sets earli- 
er, the application time is earlier." 

Catch basins will be treated as 
part of the larvae control. If there Is a 
flood, catch basins will be rechecked 
and retreated if necessary.

Three Antioch brush fires occur- 
ring within 24, hours on April 15-16 
required the response of as many as 
35 departments to douse the flames. 
Antioch Fire Department Chief 
Dennis Veiling bumped the first of 
the tree fires from second alarm to 
fourth alarm to get additional man- 
power and tankers to Route 173 and 
Deep Lake Road to prevent fire from 
spreading into the Red Wing Marsh 
Forest Preserve. 

"We had over 3,000 feet of 5- 
inch supply line on the ground," he 
said. "The MABAS (Mutual Aid Box 
Alarm System) provided us with the 
equipment and manpower needed 
to ensure the residents of Antioch 
were protected. There were over 35 
departments from Lake; Kenosha 
and McHenry counties, bringing the 
total number of firefighters working 
at the scene to over 135." 

The incident occurred at a tree- 
clearing business and piles of logs, 
80 feet long and 20 feet high caught 
fire. The intense radiant heat from 
the fire and strong winds.caused the 
fire to spread to an adjacent wood 
chip pile and then to a second pile of 
logs equal in size to the first. 

Traffic was shut down on Route 
173 for the 90 minutes it took crews to 
bring the fire under control. Some 
firefighters remained on the scene for 
several hours extinguishing spot fires. 

Lt. Chris Lienhardt, information 
officer Tor the Antioch Fire 
Department, said the teams had to 
use relay pumping as there are no 
hydrants in the area and the fire was 
a good distance off the road. 

"Instead of pushing the water all 



the way to the location of the fire, we 
. set up a truck at the halfway mark so 
it's not such a difficult task to get the 
water from the porta tanks to the 
fire," he said. 

Lienhardt said crews had barely 
finished with the first fire when they 
were called out to fire in unincorpo r 
rated Antioch at the Illinois- 
Wisconsin border. A slough had 
caught fire and 15 departments were 
required to extinguish about 60 
acres. 

.Antioch Fire Department's boat 
was brought out as there was a chan- 
nel running through the. middle of 
the engulfed area. 

"There were several houses on 
both the east and the west edge of 
the slough," said Volling. "Our 
equipment was set up to protect 
those, and the fire burned to the 
* north end where crews were set up 
and quickly extinguished it." 

Two Kenosha fire fighters were 
treated for smoke inhalation. 

The Antioch crews were return- 
ing to Station 2 when they spotted 
another large fire in the same loca- 
tion as the first. Winds had shifted 
and new material was burning and 
putting more property at risk. 
Twenty-six departments were 
required to respond to this third call, 
all within 24 hours of the first. 

Volling said, "I am proud of the 
effort everyone involved put forth 
today. Many of our people spent well 
over 24 hours out here today. They do 
this job because of a desire to serve 
the community, and I can't thank 
them enough for their dedication." 

Lienhardt said the cause of the 
fires has not been detennined. "This is 
tricky," he said. "I'm not sure we'll ever 
determine exactly what happened." 



Village lends money to itself

Anticipated late payments by 
Lake County for the tax bills and 
from the state for sales tax distribu- 
tion precipitated action by the 
board for the village to lend itself 
$400,000 to improve cash flow. 

Finance chair Trustee Bob 
Caulfield said the movement of the 
money was a loan from one fund to 
another. "This will be repaid by the 
general fund when there are ample 
funds," he said. 

Administrator Mike Haley said, 
"Cashflow is not the barometer of 
financial health in the village. We're 
in very good shape. We're doing this 
because we were told by the county 
that the tax bills would be late." 



Mayor Taso Maravelas asked for 
a timetable to revisit the status with 
mid-July being the decision. 

Village attorney Bob Long 
added, "The state also said sales dis- 
tribution may be as late as August." 

The village will use the money to 
cover operational expenses in the 
interim.

3rd fire station nears completion

Antioch's newest fire station, 
situated on Grass Lake Road just 
west of Route 59, is having the fin- 
ishing touches put on the building 
and will be open "soon." The station 
was part of the long-term plan cre- 
ated for the area by the First Fire 
District over seven years ago. 

"We knew we would need a fire 
station in that area, and we've 
worked hard to see that it Was com- 
pleted without having to scramble 
to get it up when the area is saturat- 
ed," said Lt. Chris Lienhardt, infor- 
mation officer with the Antioch Fire 
Department. "We had a plan and 
things are working out." 

Lienhardt said specific plans 
began directly with the completion 
of the second fire station some three 
years ago. 

"The property for the second 
station was given to us, so we built 
there first," he said. "Now that sta- 
tion is established as 1,200 homes 
are about to be built there, we have 
big box development and plans for a 
second set of railroad tracks. We're 
ready." 

■ The third fire station is a 
"mirror" of the second station 
and was designed by the archi- 
tectural firm Sente, Rubel, 
Bosman, Lee. Construction of the 
$1.6 million, 9,500 square foot 
facility began last September and 
is nearly complete. 

Chief Dennis Volling said the 
First Fire District paid entirely for 
this fire station with the" exception of 
a $100,000 grant that came through 
late Rep. Tim Osmond. 

"Sometimes the First Fire 



District and (the Village of Antfoch) 
go in 50/50 on a project, but this one 
was all the First Fire District," he 
said. "The $100,000 grant went a 
long way to help us purchase equip- 
ment and things we needed for the 
interior of the building." 

Volling said that the new fire 
station would do more than make 
things more convenient for 
Antioch's firefighters. 

"This area had a very high ISO 
(Insurance Services Organization)," 
he said. "Having a station in this 
area improves the safety and both 
residents and businesses should see 
a drop in insurance costs." 

Hand in hand with the new sta- 
tion comes the need for more local 
firefighters. 

"We want to bolster our ranks," 
said Lienhardt. "Our call volume is 
up. We're going to shift some per- 
sonnel over to that station, but we 
need people in that area." 

He said the last recruitment 
drive was very successful with 12 
recruits who graduated full training. 

A new training class begins in 
the end of June, and the department 
plans to accept applications 
through May. Applicants must be 18 
years old, be a high school graduate 
or have a GED equivalency and be 
upstanding members of the com- 
munity. Applicants go through a 
screening -process that involves a 
background check before being 
accepted by the department. 

Additionally, applicants must 
live within Antioch Township. 

Assistant Chief Jeff 

Vandevoorde added, "It's really a' 
great opportunity. All of the neces- 
sary training costs are covered by 
the department." He said that regu- 



lar college costs might be reim- 
bursed as long as the study is related 
to work at the fire department. 

Women are welcome to join the 
department. Three women graduat- 
ed with the last recruitment 

"An ability test is given to make 
sure applicants are able to function 
and do the job," said Vandevoorde. 
"If you're in reasonable shape it's 
not too hard." 

Both Vandevoorde and 
Lienhardt stressed that the job is 
rewarding but that it does require a 
good deal of commitment, particu- 
larly in the first year while the neces- 
sary training is being completed. 

"There are certain benchmarks 
at which point' we can send new 
members out to do certain things," 
said Lienhardt. "It's intensive for the 
first year." 

On average, the department 
receives about 700 call per year. 
Vandevoorde said, "Some days 
there are no calls, and other days 
there are five calls." 

"We want to start recruiting now 
so that we will be able to keep all of 
our shifts covered," said Lienhardt. 
"People don't work nine-to-five jobs 
anymore, and that makes it a little 
more challenging." He added that 
the department doesn't want to 
have a new building standing with 
no one to man it. 

Anyone interested in becom- 
ing a member of the fire depart- 
ment should pick up an applica- 
tion at the main fire station locat- 
ed on Holbek Dr. Further instruc- 
tions, will be given at that time. 
Prospective applicants with 
questions are encouraged to call 
either Vandevoorde or Lienhardt 
at 395-5511.

High school redisricting 
follows zip code line 




By JUUE MURPHY 
Staff Reporter 



Redistricting to determine which students 
will attend the new high school when it's fully 
open will essentially follow the zip code line that 
runs through Antioch Community Consolidated 
District 117. 

"The board adopted a pretty simple plan," 
said SupL Dennis Hockney. "For the most part, 
those who are in zip code 60002 will go to the cur- 
rent high school, and those in living in the 60046 
zip code will go to the new high school." Hockney 
said there are a couple of exceptions. 

All students currently living in both the 
Emmons School District 33 and Grass Lake 
School District 36 will attend the current high 
school regardless of zip code. . 

Students residing in the White Woods subdi- 
vision, immediately north of the new high school 
oh Deep Lake Road, will attend that school 
despite living in the 60002 zip code. "The proper- 
ty is contiguous to the new school so it makes 
sense for those students to attend there," said 



Hockney. 

Those in Lake Villa and Millbum elementary 
districts will attend the new high school. Antioch 
Community Consolidated District 34 is broken 
and follows the zip code rule. 

The decision was made after two meetings 
with the public to get input. Hockney said repre- 
sentatives from both Lake Villa and Millbum 
boards of education as well as Dan Venturi, Lake 
Villa Township Supervisor, spoke onbehalf of this 
division. 

"The .only other recommendation (from the 
public) was never under consideration as the 
board always made it clear there would be two 
distinct high schools," said Hockney. "Some 
would like to see all freshmen and sophomores at 
one school and all juniors and seniors at the 
other." 

This redistricting will not be in full effect until 
the 2006-07 school year. 

"To balance out enrollment in the first two 
years, all freshmen will attend the second high 
school in the 2004-05 and 2005-06 school years," 
Hockney added.

t's unanimous. Long-time College of Lake 
County men's basketball coach Bruce 
Smith was one of those likeable fellas, on 
.and off the court. 

The College lost not only one of its origi- 
nal faculty members when the school first 
opened in 1969, it lost a friend of the family. 

"It's very strange to sit here and think that 
it seems like yesterday Bruce was holding my 
baby (Clint), who is now 20," said Athletic 
Secretary and Director of Sports Information 
Renee Blackburn on Smith, who died at the 
age of73 after suffering an apparent heart 
attack at his home last week. Blackburn has 
been working in the athletic office now for 
the past 21 years. "Bruce was just the sweet- 
est guy. He'll be missed deeply by all of us." 

Smith, or 
'Smitty', was the head 
men's basketball 
coach for 26 years - 
before he stepped 
down following the 
1994-95 season. The ; 
college inducted him 
into its Hall of Fame 
four years later. 
CLC Athletic 
Director Gene 
Hanson, also the head 
baseball skipper, has very fond remem- 
brances of Smitty. 

"What can you say— for a human 
being, there was nobody better,'' said. 
Hanson, who was also one of the original fac- 
ulty members, as well as coaches, along with 
Smitty. "He'd do anything for you, anytime. 
He was an outstanding coach and an even 
better person. He really took me under his 
wing when I fist came here, giving me guid- 
ance. He was like a mentor to me," 

.Before CLC, Smitty coached several years 
in 'Indiana. 'When he first arrived at the col- 
lege, he became the men's hoops coach while 
also serving as a physical education instructor. 
Hanson said one of the, deeming qualities,, 
of Smitty was his size, or lack there of. 

. . "Don't let it fool you. He was small but 
quite agile," said Hanson. "His size was 
deceiving. I'll miss him greatly. My best goes 
out to his wife Helen and their family." 

On the court, Smitty's teams won over 
380 games in the 26-year span. 

The most heralded team, perhaps, as 
there were several, was in 1985-86. That year, 
the Lancers wiped out the Skyway Conference 
in going a perfect 14-0. They finished with one 
of the best records in the school's history at 
22-9 before losing in the closing seconds 71- 
70 to Illinois Valley Community College in the 
RegionTV semifinals. 

As Smith once said following that dream 
season, "It was the way they complimented 
each otlicr that made them so successful." 

On that stoned 85-86 team included the 
likes of Ail-American Greg Washington at 
power forward, point-guard and floor general 
David Tucker, shooting guard Art Baker, for- 
ward Dave Sitz, and Mike Kloberdanz, the big 
man in the middle who ranked nationally for 
his rebounding. Coming off the bench was 
the sharp-shooting Todd Gordon, Ed Poulos, 
and the late Vihce Moore. . 

Smitty was a player himself in his college 
days. He participated in baseball and basket- 
ball while attending Indiana University. 
Now he can give a few pointers to St. 
Peter's, if you catch the drift.

Court Theatre in'Ghicago's Hyde Park 
is rounding out its 2002-03 season 
by producing Shakespeare's 
"Cymbeline" and "Pericles" in rota- 
tipn through June 1, a unique double-header 
that offers something for everyone. 

To get the full effect of "The Romance 
Cycle" — that's how this seven-hour mega- 
dose is billed - audience members may want 
to see both plays in a single day. The intimate 
251 -seat theater is fitted with new beige car- 
peting that covers the stage as well/subtly 
removing the line between audience and 
actors. The seats are covered in mudlin. 

Management encourages patrons to stow 
jackets and shoes at the door and watch the 
performances in their stockinged feet. On 
days when the plays are produced back to 
, back; a Greektowri eatery will serve an 
optional buffet between the two parts. 

Charles Newell directs this marathon 
which features the same tireless 14-member 
cast in each drama. 

In his creative adaptation, Newell takes a 
minimalist approach, using very few props and 
even less costume changes. Instead, he relies 
principally on the storytellers themselves to 
bring "Cymbeline" and "Pericles" to life. At 
times, cast members interact directly with 
those in the audience. Simple incidental music 
that kicks off each play also is a group affair. 
The characters all dress in white tunics 
and pants and are barefoot except for 
Cymbeline, King of Britain, who wears exag- 
gerated king-si/ed platform shoes to indicate 
his elevated status. Masks, carried or worn, 
help to indicate nationality (i.e., Greek, 
Roman); during a battle scene, several masks 
are mounted on poles to create the illusion of 
an advancing army. Long sheets serve as 
bedding in one scene and the entry to a

humble abode inanother, and swinging 
ropes provide the visual cue as 
athletic characters navigate storm-tossed 
seas. 1 

The plays, written in roughly 160B and . 
1609, both have plots whose focal point 
involves the relationship between parents 
and children, their separation and eventual 
reunion as their true identities unfold. 

"Cymbeline" is a story of a brave heroine, 
Imogen (the excellent Kate Fry), and her lover 
Posthumus (Lance Baker) who are separated 
by her displeased fadier, King Cymbeline 
(Will Dickerson). While apart, Posthumus is 
tricked by the rogue Jachimo Gay Whittaker) 
into thinking that Imogen is unfaithful. To 
escape his wrath, Imogen puts on a disguise 
and takes to the mountains,* where she finds 
her long-lost brothers and, after a series of 
events, is reconciled with her husband and 
father. 

In "Pericles" (featuring Guy Adkins, a 
sterling performance in the 
title role), the Prince of Tyre must escape or 
die after he solves a dark riddle about incest 
involving Antiochus, King of Antioch 
(Whittaker). When he is shipwrecked at 
Pentapolis, Pericles marries Princess Thaisa 
(McKinley Carter), who bears him a daugh- 
ter, Marina (Chanon Cross). They are all'sep- 
arated, and adventures intervene fori 6 years 
before the three are reunited. 

Newell resorts to some campy humor and 
visual puns in "Pericles." In one celebratory 
scene, a server dishes out sliced watermelon 
-while wearing watermelon-shaped head- 
gear. And disappointed knights, exclaiming 
how they are "loath to bid farewell," literally 
take up leaves as they depart.

Although the Blue Ribbon 
Committee on Health Care Issues in 
Lake County began in response to 
concerns about the closing of St. 
Therese Hospital in Waukegan, the 
scope of the discussions quickly 
expanded. The series of four meet- 
ings has become a basis for an ongo- 
ing broad-based coalition of health 
care providers in search of solutions. 

As the panel, first called -into 
existence by State Sen. Susan Garrett 
(D-Highwood), concluded its fourth 
and final meeting, a new task force 
was formed. It consists of Garrett; 
Dale Galassie, Executive Director, 
Lake County Health Department;

20-year

As more municipalities turn to 
neighborhood policing it needs to be 
noted that one of the more successful 
non-traditional types of law-enforce- 
ment organizations is celebrating its 
20th anniversary on April 26. 

Started in the spring of 1983, the 
Lake County Crime Stoppers has led 
Law-Enforcement officials to 
$13,076,965.23 worth of contraband 
and stolen property. 

Actual cash awards paid to tip- 
sters during the same time frame is 
$550,473. 

"No doubt about it, we are mak- 
ing a difference in fighting crime," 
said Andy Anderson, executive 
director of the Lake County Crime 
Stoppers. 

"We were also the primary 
source in putting the 'Gun Buy Back' 
program together," said Anderson. 
"In 2001 we took 408 guns off the 
street and 478 guns in 2002," he 
added. 

Anderson said he took over as 
the director of Crime • Stoppers in 
1999 and said his overall call volume 
• has gone up from 491 calls in 1999 to 
859 calls in 2002. The actual 
bonafide calls (calls that resulted in 
arrest or resulted in property being 
returned) in 1999 were 373 and 
increased to 441 calls in 2002. 

Anderson said Crime Stoppers 
has received several civic awards 
oyer the years including one from 
the Lake County Chamber of 
Commerce which credited the 
group with working together with 
other groups to make Lake County a 
safer place to live. 

One 'of the bigger problems in 
Lake County is the illegal sale and 
possession of the drug "Ecstasy." 

According to Lake County 
Sheriff Gary Del Re, ecstasy is partic-

n announcing her retirement effective May 13, Lake 
| >■ i County Coroner Barbara Richardson proved beyond a

In 26 years as deputy coroner, 
appointed coroner and elected coroner, Richardson set new 
standards for the office and the job, establishing a national rep- 
utation as she went about her duties.

"If you're not satisfied, call me 
personally," invited Mike, who is 
supervising double tracking con- 
struction this summer in Lake 
County that will improve week day 
commuter rail service to 22 trains 
per day on the North Central line to 
Antioch and, not so surprisingly, 
enable Canadian National to 
. increase the number and length of 
freight trains. Gotta take the bad 
with the good! Before we forget, 
Mike's personal whistle hot line is

As a good railroad man (34- 
years of service) Gradwell explains 
cheerfully that train engineers only 
are following federal guidelines 
which call for the tooting to' begin a 
quarter mile ahead of a crossing. 

Good businessmen that they 
are, the Canadian execs are man- 



dating longer freight trains, espe- 
cially during summer months. 
There are less breakdowns during 
warm weather, Gradwell explains.

Schools need to stop taking federal handouts

Several Lake County school 
districts are experiencing 
well-publicized funding dif- 
ficulties. Budgets have been 
slashed, and courses deemed "non- 
essential" have been dropped (or 
had significant "fees" imposed). 
There are more issues, requiring 
more funding (or fees, or cuts), on 
the way. Yet the projected funding 
still falls short. 

If we can't fund the system 
today, how will we increase funding 
(or decrease the budget) to meet 
the future needs? 

I suggest the following: 
What: School district staff, along 
with elected village officials and 
residents, should discuss the issues 
and benefits involved with no 
longer accepting federal funds for 
our schools. Ultimately, citizens in 
each school district should vote on 
a referendum of this issue. 

Why: The federal government 
pays only a few cents of each dollar 
needed to fund public schools, yet

by accepting federal funds, a much 
larger percentage of school expens- 
es have been farced upon local dis- 
tricts by federal mandates. These" 
specify not only the content to 
cover and which curriculum to use, 
but require extensive testing and 
documenting of adherence to innu- 
merable laws and regulations. 

We have erroneously been 
lead to believe in fact told repeated- 
ly until we are basically convinced 
that local schools could not possi- 
bly survive without federal money. 

We ARE capable of supporting 
local schools without federal 
money, and we can, in. fact, do it far 
more efficiently.and effectively. ._■ 
(For those who don't remember, 
our schools used to operate exclu- 
sively with no federal funding, with 
graduates Who could outperform 
those of today). 

With decisions made locally, 
'we can return to foundational, 
focused teaching of reading, math, 



history, civics and government, 
properly support athletic and arts 
courses, and not force "Political 
Correctness" on our children. 
Teachers can spend more time 
instructing and less time filling out 
paperwork. School administrators 
will no longer be able to hide 
behind the facade of "We have to 
teach this— it's a federal require- 
ment." Conversely, parents can be 
more involved in decisions of top- 
ics and curriculum. 

The last few years have seen 
calls for "fresh ideas" and "new 
leadership," and of course more 
funding. As is common with issues 
involving public funding, what has 
been missing is a look at the "sys- 
tem" itself as a cause of the prob- 
lem. I suggest that the time for such 
a look has arrived.

Growth waves 
sinking schools

ast week I dropped in on my second 
grader's teacher to get her take on 
the defeated District 46 tax referen- 
dum. 

As l talked with her, the reality of the No 
vote hit home. Next year my kids will be in 
kindergarten, second and third grades. Pink 
slips have already been passed out to 60 
teachers. There will be no formal art classes 
for them. Music will be taught b y their 
homeroom teachers. PE will not be taught 
by PE teachers, but by classroom staff. No 
formal music classes will exist in grades five 
through eight. Classroom sizes will increase 
from the low 20s to the high 20s and low 
30s. Promising Picassos, an after school arts 
program, will be gone. Continuing educa- 
tion for staff will be reduced or most likely 
eliminated. Also in place, cuts to teacher 
salaries, cuts to support staff, increases in 
registration fees, and more. My blood began 
to boil. 

I am not upset because people voted 
no on the referendum. 1 am not upset that 
people voted yes. I very angrily voted yes on 
election day. I am upset because we are 
even in this situation. The lack of economic 
support District 46 and other school dis- 
tricts in central Lake County can be 
expressed in three words — Lack of Vision. 
Lack of vision on the part of the Lake 
County Board, the mayors and village 
trustees of central Lake County communi- 
ties, and the residents of central Lake 
County. Any intelligent business person will 
tell you that growth is good, but uncon- 
trolled growth kills a business. That is what 
we have in Lake County, especially in' its 
center. And when that growth is primarily 
residential with little economic develop- 
ment, you have a recipe for disaster. It 
means higher property taxes for schools 
that provide less education. 

Who didn't see this coming? The 
County Board? The mayor and trustees of 
Grayslake: The District 46 school board? 
Uncontrolled growth does not fund school 
districts, it chokes them. The Central Range 
commercial center and real planning and 
support for businesses in central Lake 
County can support our schools. No more 
houses. We need smart and environmental- 
ly sound economic growth. Vision. 

I got a chance to discuss this situation 
with Kurtis Anderson, superintendent of 
District 46. We share frustration with the 
current school funding. I was stunned when 
he said if you ask about the Central Range, 
frequently the reply is "What's that?" 

Local politicians, board members, 
mayors and trustees need to wake up. But 
the voters are in a coma. 

Local PTOs need to organize on issues. 
Voters need to educate themselves, care 
about what is happening, and vote. And the 
teachers unions need to prove they even 
exist. 

To the new board members of District 
46, this battle should not be about bud- 
getary fat, better communication, core 
knowledge, or curriculum. Can you put 
pressure on the powers that be to change 
the climate for positive economic growth? 
That is the issue. 

My vision is that our taxes not only 
level out but go down. My vision includes 
current class sizes, continuing education for 
teachers, PE teachers teaching PE, music 
teachers teaching music, and art teachers 
teaching art. My vision includes innovative 
political solutions spurred forward by angry 
yet informed voters.

DearV.B., 

Feelings are important, and we do need to 
help our kids learn to express them in a 
healthy way. I'm not sure that misbehaving is . 
one of those ways. I respect your concern for 
not wanting to squelch your child's expres- 
sion, however, I think you are falling prey to 
one of the most insidious forms of future 
killers for kids.Tour child should learn to 
express feelings, but appropriately. If a child 
learns to act out every time he feels frustrated, 
or angry, he will continue to .do that through- 
out life with everyone he meets. No one will 
put up with that for long. Most likely, tills is 
why you are seeing the bad behavior grow. He 
is not experiencing anything to stop the pro- 
gression towards acting out. In other words, it 
is more profitable for him to act out man for

him not to. 

Additionally, do not confuse anger with 
frustration. The way that you or I think of 
anger may not be the way your child feels it. 
Usually, the tantrums I have seen and have - 
heard described are about the child not get- 
ting his way. They are basically a power play to 
get parents scared and to back down so ulti- 
'mately the desired goal is reached by the 
child.This has absolutely nothing to do with 
the real emotion of anger. Unfortunately, 
most parents do get scared and back down 
very quickly and the child learns that this is 
the way to get what he wants*. From that 
point on, the tantrums grow bigger and bigger 
and bigger. When most parents think that 
anger is the issue for their child, most kids are 
really feeling frustration. Imagine the message 
we give to them when we give in to their frus- 
tration.

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Study: Blame seagulls for 
gsat 





A study has found that gull feces were the 
predominant source of the high bacteria 
counts that. consistently closed beaches at 
nine Lake Michigan beaches in Lake County 
last summer. Human/sewage was also found 
ass a source at one of the beaches. 

"We had previously correlated gull counts 
to E. coll bacteria concentrations, but could 
not ascertain if the gulls were the only or pri- 
mary source of the high counts," said Mark 
Pftster, an aquatic biologist at the Lake County 
Health Department/Community Health 
Center. "The study provided us with the 
answers to move forward and help correct the 
problem, since the gulls are the primary, 
source." 

Last summer, over 200 beach closings 
occurred at the nine Lake County, Lake 
Michigan beaches due to high bacteria 
counts. Two beaches in particular, North 
Point Marina and Waukegan South beaches, 
were closed over 50 percent of the time, 

In August of 2002, Health Department 
staff initiated a bacterial source tracking study 
to determine other possible sources responsi- 
ble for the high bacteria counts at four Lake 
County beaches (Highland Park Rosewood 
beach, Lake Forest Park beach, North Point 
Marina beach and Waukegan South beach) 
which was funded by the North Shore Sanitary 
District. Bacterial source tracking (BST) is a 
new scientific pursuit that attempts to identify 
the sources of fecal bacterial contamination in , 
wateh Current BST methods can be divided 
into T)NA based and non-DNA based. DNA 
based methods are known as DNA typing or 
fingerprinting, which is what forensic scien- 
tists use. The main objective of this study was 
to compare the DNA of bacteria from beach 
water with those of suspected known sources 
for source tracking purposes. • 

Health Department staff collected over 
100 feces samples from gulls and numerous 
water samples from the four beaches and at 
two streams at the point of entry into Lake 



Michigan from August-November of 2002. 
From these samples, over 400 E. coli isolates 
(100 known and 300 unknown) were sent to 
Purdue-Calumet University for DNA analysis. 
Based on this DNA analysis, the source of the 
bacteria matched predominantly to gulls. At 
Waukegan South beach almost 55 percent of 
the unknown samples matched gulls. At 
Highland Park Rosew6od beach over 46 per- 
cent of the unknown samples matched gulls, 
but 17 percent matched hitman/sewage, 
which may be indicative of sanitary and storm 
sewer cross connections or fecal collection 
from watershed runoff. Several other animal 
or wildlife species were identified, however 
the number of matches were too low to be of 
significance. 

Now that the possible sources have been 
determined, the Health Department will be 
recommending to the management entities 
of the beaches solutions to reduce the high 
bacteria problems. The First is to educate the 
public to not feed the gulls or other water- 
fowl and to pick up and properly discard 
food that may be attracting large numbers to 
the beach areas. Other recommendations 
include erecting educational signs at the 
beach with "do.not feed the waterfowl," and 
distributing pamphlets/fact sheets explain- 
ing the relationship between beach closings 
and gulls. 

Additionally, manual raking and 
removal of feces from the beach and timely 
refuse removal will be highly recommended. 
If the bacteria concentrations continue to be 
problematic, the Health Department will 
recommend gull harassment by propane 
cannons or digital distress calls as a sec- 
ondary option. For beaches that have been 
identified with some human/sewage match- 
es, the department will recommend infra- 
structure testing of the sanitary sewers by 
the municipalities in the drainage area of the 
beach to ensure that no cross connections or 
leaks exist.

Although discussion of a county public 
hospital was raised several times during- the 
■ four meetings, it was unclear whether taxpay- 
er support would be likely. 

In considering solutions to the county 
health care dilemma, William'Ries, President 
of Lake Forest Hospital, noted, "We have to be 
realistic, but not too aggressive. If a solution is 
too expensive, support for it will evaporate." 

" A.shortage of mental health beds in the 
county is another concern. 

Harrington asked, "Is there any hope of 
getting Elgin beds re-opened?" 

Galassie's response suggested' an uncon- 



. ventional, but home-based view of the prob* 
-~ lem. 

"We considered closing some of Elgin's 
beds to be a good thing," he said. "Although 
we are more cut off from the state, it is better 
for clients to be served locally. Opening beds 
in Elgin is not necessarily the answer." 

Other subjects to be covered by the task 
force include exploring Certificate of Need 
regulations to maintain a "level playing field" 
(without over-serving the wealthy or under- 
serving the poor); expanding the safety net for 
clinics; exploring opportunities to work with 
the Chicago Medical School, hospitals and the 
Lake County Health Department and estab- 
lishing a process to educate residents- on

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back down as we were. 

Let's talk about how to approach this 
thing from a logical and appropriate stand- 
point. My view and what I usually recom- 
mend to parents in my office is that behavior 
needs to be maintained 1st and then, after the 
child is calm, discussion can happen about 
feelings. That discussion should also help the 
child build skills for dealing with this type Of 
thing the next time. So, 1st, whatever behavior 
program that uses appropriate consequences, 
needs to be put in place to be used to get the 
behavior under control, regardless of the rea- 
son for it. After the behavior is in control, and 
the behavior has cost something appropriate, 
a discussion should happen between parent 
and child. The parent should reinforce and 
help the child understand that the goal was 
not attained by the tantrum. The discussion 
should be mostly the parent asking the child 
questions to bring him around to the points 
the parent wants to make. There is far more 
learning that goes on when the child has to 
think to answer questions than when you lec- 
ture him. It may take several times for this 
chain of events to occur before the child auto- 
matically picks the right decision during a 
time when bad behavior could occur. The 
next time the same situation comes up. and 
your child begins to react the right way, you 
will want to congratulate your child on agood 
decision. If the child is not sure of what to do, 
you might want to help him to think of the 2 
choices available to him at the time (i.e.: stay- 
ing calm, getting good recognition and getting 
to go on with the rest of the day without a 
problem or the appropriate punishment for 
the wrong decision.) When he makes a good 
decision, let him know how proud you are. If 
he makes the bad decision, follow up consis- 
tently and appropriately. 

By doing it this way, you are teaching him 
that he is allowed to feel any way he wants to . 
about things, but he is not allowed to do any- 
thing he wants with those feelings. There is a 
big difference between squelching behavior 
and squelching feelings. This is called setting 
limits. Those limits will help his success level 
now and in his future and make his transi- 
tions in life much smoother. So, don't feel 
guilty about using discipline first and talking 
later. As long as you get to the talking part, you 
are being a good, responsible parent who 
does not want to teach the wrong connections 
to your child. 

Regarding counseling, it can be helpful in 
this situation. In a situation that involves a kid 
having normal temper tantrums about not get- 
ting his or her way, the very best form of coun- 
seling will be parent training for how to get the • 
behavior under control. This way parents learn 
to do what they need to to stop the bad behav- 
ior without having to be in counseling forever. If 
it is about a specific emotional issue, counseling 
should involve the child. If tantrums are out of 
control or physically dangerous to anyone, get 
professional help immediately.

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Historic aerial photos of county 
are now available on CD-ROM 



Lake County is now offering a CD-ROM con- 
taining a seamless digital 1939 aerial photo- 
graph image, the oldest countywide aerial 
photography that exists. 

The photos were taken from an airplane 
in July and August of 1939, part of a national 
project funded by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. The Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station is blacked out in the photography, 
which .was obtained just a month before 
World War II began. 

The county's population was 121,094 in 
1940 and grew by 47 percent over the next 
decade, so this photography preserves a 
unique moment in time, before the suburban 
growth following World War II. Today, this 
aerial photography is intensively used by gov- 
ernment agencies, surveyors, planners, con- 
sulting scientists and engineers and other 
individuals for purposes ranging from deter- 
mination of past land uses as a foundation for 
restoration projects of natural areas; assessing 
historical changes in stream dynamics and a 
variety of other applications. 

Due to deterioration and instability, the 
original negatives for these photographs were 
destroyed at the National Archives in the 
1980s. Photographic paper prints made from 
the original negatives remain as the only 
record of this historical aerial photography. 



These paper prints have suffered over the 
years from excessive handling and other 
abuse, including handwritten notes and even 
coffee cup stains. 

The county GIS and Mapping division 
worked in partnership with the Illinois State 
Geological Survey to assemble the best possible 
set of paper prints and to get them digitally 
scanned to meet or exceed standards estab- 
lished by the Library of Congress. The two agen- 
cies then worked together to combine the indi- 
vidual photographic images into a seamless 
mosaic and to reference them to geographic 
coordinates, also providing some correction for 
the distortion present in all aerial photography, 
a process completed over a two-year period. 

The entire county is included on one 
compact disc, as a single image, with an 
intended viewing scale, of one-inch equal to 
four hundred feet. The $50 CD includes free 
software that can be used to view the photog- 
raphy. 

A $5 test compact disc is available to verify 
that a particular personal computer and its soft- 
ware can process the image.

Broad and Narrow Approaches to Job Searches

'When I was about twelve years old, my father who loved 
outdoor sports attempted to teach me to hunt and fish. 
Although I never developed my dad's love lor these activ- 
ities, I learned several skills that would serve me well in 
later life. One of these skills is essential to the job search 
• process. He took an entire afternoon to share the differ- 
ences between rifies and shotguns, and when to use 
each. In that same session, he taught me basic gun safe- , 
ty and how to clean these weapons. Although this may 
not seem to be a complex subject to hunters, I was not . A 
familiar with the sport and needed (he lesson. A shotgun 
Is projects a large pattern of small "shot" but a rifle sends 
one bullet directly to a very smal! specific target. Just as ' 
a hunter knows when to use a shotgun and when to use 
a rifle each job hunter needs to know which method to 
use. 

The Rifle Approach 
Those who know exactly where their career is headed 
you can use the rifle approach. In this approach, a can- 
didate researches companies that seem to meet specific \ 
career objectives. They then send a resume to those that 
are the best match. This Is the preferred method lor 
those who have a defined career plan because they can 
work toward that goal. However, those who use this* 
i method you must have a complete understanding of their 
goals including: skill strengths, area's for personal 
growth, geographic preferences, the effects of spiritual 
beliefs on their career, etc. For those who would like to 
do a study of all ol these factors, I suggest the book What 
Color Is Your Parachute? 2000 (Bolles, Thomas Nelson: 
Berkeley. CA: Ten Speed Press, 1999). This book will' 
> help to analyze each factor that could Influence a job 
search. It is updated every two to three years and is 
available at most libraries and bookstores. 

The Shotgun Approach 
Those who do not have specific career goals and a J 
i detailed plan on how to meet those objectives need to 
Make a broader approach. They need to look at all of the ; 
opportunities that are available. They will send a resume 
i to the every company that may have a job opening. They 
will then be considered for varying job opportunities, 
many of which they may never have considered. Thej 
goal Is to get in the door to interview at many companies { 
In order to see if they have a job that. is a good skill and 
| experience match. One of the difficulties ol this method is i 
l that the candidate has not yet identified what the right Job 
. looks like. Subsequently, Identifying a good job when it is 
available may not be easy. In the next column, we will 
'explore how to know that right Job when using the shot- 
gun approach.
